About 50 workmen were on the 
job when the fire broke out. 

One workman, S. Portnow of 
Newark, who donned an oxygen 
mask to help rescue the trapped 
men, said the smoke inside the 
tanks was so heavy “you couldn't 
see with a flashlight.”

A spokesman said the downed 
plane, and the accompanying 
F-84, were under “constant: con- 
trol” of radar operators on the 
ground. He said the position of 
the downed plane was 25 miles 
northeast by east of Regensberg, 
Germany, on the edge of the Bo- 
hemian forest and “I2 to 15” 
miles fro mthe Czech frontier.)

Wadsworth sent the protest to 
the Czech foreign office in 


Prague last night. The text was 
dispatched here and the depart- 
ment made it public today. 

“Under instructions of my gov- 
ernment,” Wadsworth’s note said, 
“I have ‘he honor to protest, in 
strongest terms, the action of 
Czechoslovak military aircraft in 
violating the United States zone 
of Germany and attacking United 
States military aircraft at 10:08, 
GMT, March 10, 1953 at 12 de- 
grees, 25 minutes east longitude, 
49 degrees, 15 minutes north 
latitude.” 

Following announcement of the 
incident, the State Department 
said it had instructed Wadsworth 
to make “the strongest possible 
protest” but told him to draw up 
the protest himself. 

The department said Wads- 
worth sent the protest to the 
Czech: foreign office at 3:20 a.m., 
Czech time, today (8:20 p.m., yes- 
terday St. Louis time.)

Possible Retaliation. 
The violations of Japanese air 
Space were deliberate, since the 
geography is unmistakable from 
the air. After more than 40 ob- 
served violations and warning by 
the Japanese Government that in- 
truders would be resisted by 
force, the United States Air Force 
shot down a Russian plane over 
Japan. It could be that the attack 
yesterday by the Czechs was re- 
taliation for American action over 
Japan. 
It seems unlikely that this out- 
rage represents a change in 
policy by the new Soviet admin- 
istration. The tendency in the 
State Department and the Penta- 
gon is not to prejudice the affair, 
but to wait and see whether a 
satisfactory apology and indemni- 
fication are forthcoming, 
On this occasion our position 
is not subject to argument about

LAY MORE EGGS ON 
SHORTER RATIONS 


Consider the little red hen, effi- 
ciency expert de luxe. 

The modern chicken is laying 
more and more eggs on less and 
Jess food, said entists at the 
National Farm Chemurgic Coun- 
cil meeting at Hotel Statler to- 
day, and if other barnyard. ani- 
mals do as well there need be no 
worry about a food shortage. 

The average hen Of 4€ years 
ago produced about 87 eggs an- 
nually. Today, the average, rea- 
sonably conscientious hen turns 
out 194 eggs a year. Through 
scientific research, it needs only 
6.9 pounds of feed a dozen as 
compared to 9.25 pounds a dozen 
gobbled up by its maternal an- 
cestors. 

And, said R. M. Bethke, direc- 
tor of research for the Ralston 
Purina Co., the chicken has in- 
creased one-fourth in meat pro- 
ducing efficiency; now reaches 
broiling size in three-quarters of 
the time formerly required. 

The word “chemurgy,” council 
members explained, is coined 
from “chemistry” and “erg” mean- 
ing work. In the egg picture that 
means, boiled down, that

He 
said brewers fear fluorides will. 
keep yeast from fermenting. 

But even if this happens, he 
continued, it is possible to re- 
aie fluorides from water. This 
would require special equipment 
and the cost of such equipment 
may be one reason brewers have 
blocked enactment of the ordi- 
nance, he said. 

It may be that brewers are 
afraid that any change in the con- 
tent of St. Louis water will affect 
the flavor of their products, he 
continued. Anheuser-Busch, as an 
experiment, had attempted to pro- 
vide its own water supply thrqugh 
a pumping station but the experi- 
ment failed because the water 
would not support a yeast culture, 
he recalled. 

Fluoridation of water has been 
urged by medical, dental and pub- 
lic health leaders as a means of 
reducing teeth decay in children.

WASHINGTON, March 11 (UP) 
—Republican demands for new 
information about the Yalta con- 
ference held eight years ago 
stalled Senate approval today of 
Charles E. (Chip) Bohlen as Am- 
bassador to Russia. 


The Sexate Foreign Relations 
Committee postponed a vote on 
his confirmation for at least a 
week in spite of the Administra- 
tion's effort to speed him to Mos- 
cow in view of the shift in Soviet 
power and the action of Russian- 
built planes in shooting down a 
United States jet fighter in West 
Germany yesterday. 


Senator Ferguson (Rep.), Mich- 
igan, said he wanted “certain 
papers dealing with Yalta” before 
voting. He didn’t identify the 
papers he wants to see. Senator 
Knowland (Rep.), California, said 
Bohlen may be called for further 
testimony before the committee 
acts. 

Pact Resolution Tabled. 


The State Department was 
stalled on another front as well. 
The committee agreed formally 
yesterday to consign to a legis- 
lative icebox the amended ver- 
sion of President Eisenhower's 
controversial resolution condemn- 
ing Soviet “perversions” of war- 
time pacts that led to the en- 
slavement of free people.

“But the stocks of ammunition 
available in Korea today are ade- 
quate for the operations contem- 
plated and are rapidly improving. 

“Furthermore, the testimony is 
clear that the ammunition reserve 
stocks in this country, and in 
the back areas in the Far East 
are rapidly growing better.” 

A reporter asked: “Was there 
any relation between the stale- 
mated truce talks in Korea and 
—_ supplies of ammunition need- 
e ”” 

“I’m sorry, I can’t comment on 
that,” Saltonstall replied after a 
pause. 

Army Borrows From Navy. 

A statement from Secretary of 
the Army Robert T. Stevens said 
the Army is borrowing from the 
Navy 685,000 rounds of 105 milli- 
meter ammunition, and that pro- 
duction of heavier shells designed 
to blast the Reds out of their 
bunkers has been greatly stepped 
up. 

Both Stevens and Wilson indi- 
cated theré have been past short- 
ages of some types. of artillery 
shells, but that corrective steps 
are being taken. 


Senator Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, 
who listened to the testimony, 
said in a statement that Van 
Fleet had not retreated on his 
testimony that ammunition short- 
ages “interfered with the suc-

Korea and . .. added to the 
perils and fatalities of our 
troops.”

Asked about this, Saltonstall 
said: “There is no evidence that 
there is any specific person who 


made any mistake. The question 
was one of judgment, perhaps | 
over the long pull since World 
War II ended.”

Thursday “to determine what, if 
any, next step it is going to take.” 

Meanwhile, he said, the com-

Cites Attack on Mrs. 
Meyer, Threat of 
Church Inquiry. 
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WASHINGTON, March 11 (AP) 
Representative Roosevelt 
(Dem.), New York, today asked 
the House to remove Representa- 
tive Velde (Rep.), Illinois, as 
chairman of its Un-American Ac- 
tivities committee. 

Roosevelt introduced a resolu- 
tion for removal of Velde. He 
told reporters his move was based 
on “the admittedly false and reck- 
less charges” Velde made against 
Mrs. Agnes Meyer, a threatened 
investigation of Reds among cler- 
gymen and “the fact that he 
(Velde) acted in both instances 


without consultation of fellow 
members of the committee.” 
Velde was officially elected 
chairman of the group by action 
of the House when the new Con- 
gress organized in January. 


Threat of Church Inquiry. 


Velde suggested last weekend 
that his committee might look 
into Communist influences in the 
churches. This stirred up pro- 
tests from a number of clergy- 
men, including Velde’s own pas- 
to 


r. 

The incident involving Mrs. 
Meyer was last month. Mrs. 
Meyer, wife of Eugene Meyer, 
board chairman of the Washington 
Post, addressed a meeting of edu- 
cators at Atlantic City and criti- 
cized what she termed “dema- 
gogic” methods used by Velde’s 
eommittee and some other con- 
gressional investigating groups. 

Velde retorted that Mrs. 
Meyer’s attack was “typical of 
those made by intellectual pinks” 
and said she had written a letter 
to the publication “Soviet Russia 
a praising the Russian peo- 


ple 

Mrs. Meyer called this an “out- 
rageous falsehood” and the Post 
comes evidence that the letter 
in question was writter by a 
Canadian woman named Mayer. 
It also ran into quick oposition 
from other members of the com- 
mittee. Five of Velde’s eight col- 
leagues on the committee said 
he was not speaking for them. 
College Head Called. 


Meanwhile, on another Com- 
munist inquiry front, the Senate 
Internal Security subcommittee | 
called a college president for 
questioning about possible Com- 
munist infiltration of the campus. 
Dr. Harry Gideonse, president 
of Brooklyn Co testified 
that there was “a sharp infil- 
tration of Bee Bee units of 
the Communist party” into his 
‘faculty prior to 1939. 

Gideonse expressed belief, how- 
ever, that “efforts to introduce 
new members of the party in 
the last 14 years have been very 
few.” He said he knew of only 
two instances and “they were 
stopped.” He said there might 
have been other-cases but if so 
he was unaware of them. 
Since the investigation started 
last fall, six members of the 
Brooklyn College faculty have re- 
fused to tell the subcommittee 
whether they were members of 
the Communist party. Another 
swore he was not now a Com- 
munist, but he refused to say 
‘whether he had been in 1940-41 
at the time of a New York State 
legislative investigation of Com- 
munism in the schools. 

Six Suspended, One Resigns. 
A subcommittee statement to- 
day said six of these seven have 
been suspended by the college, 
and that one resigned the day be- 
fore he testified under subpena. 
In refusing to answer subcom- 
mittee questions, all of them in- 
voked the constitutional privilege 
against possible self-incrimina- 
tion. Senator Jenner (Rep.), In- 
diana, is the new subcommittee 
chairman. 

At yesterday's hearing Dr. Bel- 
la V. Dodd, a self-described for- 
mer Communist party leader, 
tetstified that Communists had 
penetrated both the New York 
State Department of Education 
and the New York City Board of 
Education. In a statement after 
the hearing, she said she was re- 
ferring to employes, not to board 
members. She did not give any 
names in her testimony nor did 
she specify the time. 

In Albany, Dr. Lewis A. Wilson, 
State Education Commissioner, 
told a reporter that “I would say, 
without reservation, that to my 
knowledge we have never had 
anyone in our department who 
was known to be connected with 
the Communist party.” 

In New York City, a spokesman 
said the city board of education 
had dismissed 23 employes and 
suspended eight others in recent 
years as subversives or for re- 
fusing to say whether they had 
been Communists.

That was the interpretation 
placed by authorities here on the 
appointment of a high ranking 
Soviet Communist, Deputy For- 
eign Minister Vasily Kuznetsov, as 
envoy to Peiping. 

The prominence accorded the 
Chinese representative, Premier- 
Foreign Minister Chou En-lai, in 
the Stalin funeral procession fit- 
ted into the same pattern. Chou 
marched next to Premier Malen- 
kov, 

Also a part of the pattern was 
the prominence given to the mes- 
sage from the Chinese Communist 
leader, Mao Tse-tung, in Pravda, 
in connection with Stalin’s death. 


In the view of officials here 
such public demonstrations of 
friendship can only be explained 
in terms of a belief that the rela- 
tionship between the new Malen- 
kov regime and the Mao leader- 
= in China are extremely deli- 


edie of State John Foster 
Dulles is reported to be deeply 
interested in the possibilities of 
the situation.

It will bring the total of 
men drafted or earmarked for 
service to 1,414,430 since Selec- 
tive Service was resumed in Sep- 
tember 1950. 
Only the Army has been re- 
sorting to the draft since last 
May, when the Marine Corps dis- 
continued use of Selective Service 
after drafting 81,430 men. 

The Navy and the Air Force 
have depended entirely on volun- 
teer enlistments.

Corn By-Product, Once View- 
- ed as Nuisance, Increas- 
ingly Valuable. 


Corn eobs, thought to be little 
more than a nuisance on the farm 
12 years ago, are being used now 
at the rate of about a million tons 
each year in agriculture and in- 
‘dustry,-T. F. Clark, chemical engi- 
neer of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, said today. 
He addressed the annual confer- 
ence of the National Farm 
Chemurgic Council at the Hotel 
Statler. 

Commercial processing of cobs 
as a sound business was stimu- 
lated in the 1940’s by the demands 
of World War II and scientific de- 
velopments which made broader 
use possible, Clark said. ’ 

“Cobs are finding extended use 
in cattle feeding along with mo- 
lasses, nitrogenous materials and 
other supplements,” rg ce 
“and large quantities of 
cobs are used as mulch in truck 
gardens, greenhouses, nurseries, 
parks and home gardens.” 

Large volumes of cob products 
are used in finishing metal parts, 
molded plastics, hard rubber 
goods and glass products, Clark 
explained. The manufacture of 
‘ordnance materials calls for large 
amounts of ground cobs for de- 
burring, cleaning and burnishing 


* processes, he said.

Richard A. Butler appealed to the 
United States last night to 
give Britain “the freest possible 
chanee” to earn its own living. 
1f this is done, he said, “there 
will be a rich future for all of us.” 


of us.” 

Butler, in an address before a 
dinner meeting of the Economic 
Club of New York at the Hotel 
Astor, urged a review of Amer- 
ican tariff policy and “buy-Amer- 
ican” legislation to remove “dis- 
crimination against British im- 
ports here.” 

“This would not only help us 
but in the long run would help 
you,” he said, 

Both Butler and Foreign Secre- 
tary Anthony Eden arrived in 
New York Monday from Wash- 
ington where they conferred with - 
President Eisenhower, Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles, Sec- 
retary of the Tréasury George M. 
Humphrey and other top Amer- 
ican officials. 

Optimistic About Talks. 

Of the Washington Treasury 
talks, Butler said, “We have made 
a good beginning.” He was cer- 
tain that the Washington discus- 
sions of Eden “will bear fruit in 
many parts of the world in the 
days to come.” 

Butler pointed out that Britain 
and the British Commonwealth 
bring into a partnership with the 
United States “a comity of na- 
tions of great economic strength 
and political significance.” 

“When this great common- 
wealth is joined with you in com- 
mon effort,” he said, “no power 
on earth can stand against us.” 

In his speech, Butler outlined 
Britain’s battle for economic re- 
covery since 1945 and listed Brit- 
ish contributions to the North At- 
Jantic defense effort. He said 
the economic struggle of Britain 
was turning out well, that success 
was in sight. 

Need for Exports. 

But, Butler said, additional ex- 
port orders are needed. He said: 
“If we are te go on successfully 
we must seek solutions to the 
problems of world trade and fi- 
nance so that we can live by 
trading and so make our own in- 
dependent contribution to’ the 
common cause... , 

“As for the whole field of dis- 
crimination, whether in shipping 
or elsewhere, all we ask is that 
we should be given the freest pos- | 
sible chance to earn our living on 
commercial competitive terms, 
without impediments. ... 

“You must not think that you 
need surround your ever-flour- 
ishing economy with cliffs and 
barbed wire,” he said. The dol- 
lar is so strong that it can afford | 
to its own advantage not to over- 
hang the world like a colossus or 
like the Cliffs of Dover in ‘King 
Lear.’”

EN. JAMES A. VAN FLEET’S charges that there had been | 
serious and sometimes critical shortages of ammunition in Korea 
during his entire tenure of command of the Eighth Army have 


brought about recrimination between the Ordnance Department, 
which buys ammunition for the Army, and the civilian heads of the 
Defense Department, and denials by Gen. J. Lawton Collins, chief 


of staff of the Army. 


One unidentified civilian official in the Defense Department 


placed the blame on army ordnance. 


He accused ordnance of plac- 


ing orders in plants that were too small, of not pushing contractors, 
of not following up orders and of having such a confused organiza- 


tion that responsibility could not 

This was denied by Brig. Gen. 
Merle H. Davis of the Ordance 
Department, who added that 


“these bookkeepers are trying to | 


push the blame off on us because 
they are afraid someone will try 
to hold them responsible.” 


There is no denying that there 
have been shortages of ammuni- 
tion, particularly of heavy cali- 
bers, during the current stale- 
mate. Gen. Collins denied, how- 
ever, that there are or have been 
serious or critical front-line short- 
ages and stated flatly that “there 
has never been a shortage of am- 
munition in the hands of our 
troops (unless some isolated in- 
stances because of local difficul- 
ties of distribution) either to re- 
pel an attack that actually devel- 
oped or to conduct our own oper- 
ations.” 


Shortages in Reserves 

The shortages, which might be 
called serious or critical, depend- 
ing upon the point of view, have 
been in the reserves. For a long 
time there has not been enough 
ammunition in reserve to permit 
the U.N. forces to undertake an 
offensive. Pentagon officials con- 
tend there has, always been 
enough to counter a Red attack. 

The ammunition problem can- 
not be understood without going 
into how requirements are com- 
puted. The Army uses the term 
“day of supply” or “day of fire” 
in computing the amounts to be 
ordered and to be kept in reserve. 
The day of fire was computed by 


‘taking the number of shells of 


each size fired during operations 
in World War II and dividing this 
number by the number of guns of 
respective types. This gave the 
average use of ammunition per 
day per gun during combat op- 
erations in World War II, and 
this figure was used in determin- 
ing the amount of ammunition to 
keep in reserve, at home, to ship 
to Korea for use and to put in 
reserve there. 

At the start of the war in Ko- 
rea, the United States had about 
$7,300,000,000 worth of ammuni- 
tion in reserve left over from the 
last war. It was possible to supply 
unlimited quantities from this re- 
serve at the start of the war and 
troops were not subjected to any 
limitation on the amount fired. 


Reasons for Scarcity. 


The large amount used in Ko- 


rea and shipments to Europe, In- 
dochina and Formosa have now 
practically exhausted the reserves 
in certain types most used and 
required. In the meantime, Con- 
gress has appropriated more than 
five billion dollars for the pur- 
chase of ammunition. Why should 
there be a shortage? 

There are several reasons, the 
most important of which are: 

1. The long lead time in man- 
ufacture and the size of the 
pipe line, 

2. Administration instructions 
which prevented the Defense 
Department from budgeting in 
advance for the requirements 
in Korea. This was due to the 
recurrent belief that the war 
would be over each year. 

3. The changing require- 
ments of the war due to in- 
creased forces and amounts of 
artillery and to changes in the 
nature of the fighting. 

4. The guns and butter phil- 


' osophy of the nation which 


made it difficult to impress con- 
tractors with a sense of ur- 
gency. 

5. Legislation requiring spe- 
cial consideration of small busi- 
ness and contracting in dis- 
.tressed areas regardless of 
questionable ability to perform 
satisfactorily. 

After World War II, the aver- 
age expenditure by the Army for 
ammunition was about $40,000,000 
a year, mostly for new types of 
weapons. The great ammunition 


be determined. 
priations for mobilization and ex- 


pansion. This, in effect, increased 
the lead time by a year during 
which the war 
reserves of ammunition. The idea 
was that ammunition used in Ko- 
rea would be replaced by a later 
appropriation. 

This paper method of keep- 
ing appropriations down, together 
with a two-year lead time for the 
manufacture and delivery of am- 
munition, has reduced our re- 
serves at home far below the dan- 
ger point and has made it neces- 
Sary to reduce reserves in Korea 
and Europe below a safe point. 

Production Catching Up. 

For the first time since the war 
started, in February more ammu- 
nitién was produced than was 
used in Korea during the preced- 
ing month. The Secretary of De- 
fense, Charles E. Wilson, has di- 
rected that a budget be prepared 
for Korea in the future. 

Forces have continually in- 
creased in Korea. Original esti- 
mates were made on the basis of 
providing artillery ammunition 
for six divisions. We are now pro- 
viding artillery ammunition for 
22 divisions (14 Korean and eight 
United Nations). The factor of 
lead time prevented a rapid re- 
adjustment. 

It should be emphasized that 
this is not red tape. You cannot 
go to a hardware store and buy 
eight-inch sheils off the shelf. 
Ammunition is difficult to manu-

Yes to the Bonds 


What is this plaza bond issue, to be voted on 
at Friday’s election, all about? 

It is all about the future of St. Louis. The 
money raised by issuing up to $1,500,000 in 
bonds would be used to buy the three blocks of 
run-down property fronting Market street be- 
tween Aloe and Memorial plazas. The buildings 
would be razed and the plazas linked with a 
new park area. 

Will the bond issue increase taxes? 

No. The city’s present bonded debt is rela- 
tively low, and taxes now being levied for the 
sinking fund are more than adequate to pay 
for this bond issue without increase. 

Can the city afford to spend $1,500,000 juss 
to pretty up the plaza district? 

Much more is at stake. Not only would this 
project enlarge and unify the civic center, but 
it could be the little wheel that turns several 
big wheels of downtown redevelopment. By 
contributing to the park project, the city can 
obtain federal aid in rebuilding the eight blocks 
fronting on Olive and Chestnut streets between 
Fourteenth and Eighteenth. 


Will that take more city money? 

No. Downtown business interests have pledged 
more than $2,000,000 to organize the Urban Re- 
development Corporation, which plans to build 
seven tall apartment buildings, housing 1350 
families, together with some commercial facili- 
ties, along the north edge of the enlarged plaza 
area. The land for this development would be 
acquired by the city and turned over to the 
corporation at a lower resale value than its 
original cost, in order to keep total costs and 
rents of the housing project as lo. as possible. 

The Federal Government will contribute to 
this enterprise if the city does. Federal officials 
have given assurance that the city’s development 
of the plaza will be considered as its contribution 
to the housing project, thus leaving federal 
funds available to pay for the loss on land costs. 


Is this downtown area suitable for housing? 

Investors in the Urban Redevelopment Cor- 
poration are ready to stake more than $2,000,000 
on the belief that it is. Admittedly not all cen- 
tral blighted areas may be suitable for housing; 
some may call for other uses. But redevelop- 
ment must start somewhere and this is a very 
good place to start. 

Why should the city as a whole help finance 
reconstruction of the downtown area? 

The central district pays mere than one-third 
of the city’s real estate taxes. If it is allowed to 
decay irreparably, the taxes now paid downtown 
will have to be paid by other sections. Down- 
town redevelopment helps the whole city and 
is therefore of direct interest to the whole city. 

Why are there two bond issue propositions 
on the ballot? 

One proposition is to caneel $825,000 in bonds 
previously authorized, but not used, for com- 
pletion of Memorial plaza. The other is to author- 
ize $1,500,000 in bonds for the new plaza proj- 
ect. When the old bonds are canceled, $281,000 
in cash previously realized from that issue will 
go into the sinking fund to pay off other bonds. 
Thus the net incréase in authorized debt will 
be less than $400,000. 

What does it take to start the ball rolling for 
downtown redevelopment? 

It takes two Yes votes on the bond proposi- 
tions on Friday’s ballot. By voting Yes to author- 
ize less than $400,000 net increase in muzricipal 
debt, St. Louis can open the way to a $20,000,000 
reconstruction of the plaza district. 

Two Yes votes on Friday make good sense, 
and good business. 


An Inquisitor Looks at the Church 

Members of Representative Velde’s Un-Ameri- 
can Activities Committee have been prompt to 
oppose his radio-voiced threat to investigate 
churches and clergymen. The Illinois Republi- 
can’s notion, happily, was condemned by mem- 
bers of his own party as well as by its Demo- 
cratic minority on the committee. 


Nevertheless Velde’s remarks about church- 
connected organizations and individuals revealed 
the bent of mind of a contemporary inquisitor. 
In seeking new fields to conquer and new head- 
lines to harvest, sucky men have gone from 
rather obvious Communist-front organizations to 
other political groups, tO governmental agen- 
cies, to schools and colleges. And now Velde 
has underscored the recently expressed warning 
of a Washington clergyman that churches might 
well be next. 


The Illinois Representative’s explanation of 
such an investigation was the possibility that 
“the American Communist party, through its 
membership, is attempting to destroy religion 
in this country—by infiltration, and by external 
means.” 

Communist hostility to religion is well known. 
But the defense of the churches had better be 
left to their own leaders: the bishops, the pres- 
byters, the elders and the various church boards. 
Governmental investigation of church groups 
and ministers goes against both the constitution- 
al guarantee of freedom of religion and our 
treasured separation of church and state. 

Such a probe would be a scandal to millions 
of Americans and it would give anti-American 
propagandists abroad an utterly unwarranted 
chance to argue that our intellectual and re- 
ligious freedoms were fading away, 
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Challenge for Anheuser-Busch 

Another meeting of the Board of Aldermen 
has opened and closed without any action on the 
bill to’ fluoridate the city’s water supply. This 
beneficial public health measure to reduce den- 
tal decay in children has been hanging fire since 
last May 20, so the Aldermen have now frittered 
away some 10 months of public health—which is 
quite a record, even for the Aldermen. 

The principal difficulty has been the attitude 
of Alderman Walter W. Ziegenbalg, who as 
chairman of the public utilities committee has 
been sitting on the bill like a protective mother 
hen. But the question is: Whom is he protecting? 
Certainly not the children, Could it be the indus- 
trial users of water, in whose behalf the Cham- 
ber of Commerce has guardedly spoken up? 


The eg industrial user of water in St. 


Louis is Anheuser-Busch Inc. Like any other 
firm or individual, Anheuser-Busch had an op- 
portunity to speak out against fluoridation at 
the January public hearing on the measure, but 
it did not do so; neither has it indorsed fluori- 
dation. Its official position, according to its 
publie relations agent, is that it is neither for 
nor against, that it wants to wait and see—pre- 
sumably to determine whether the program 
would have a harmful effect on its products. 
Dr. J. Earl Smith, City Health Commissioner, 
interprets the company’s position as one of 
opposition. 


St. Louisans heartily applauded Anheuser- : 


Busch following purchase of the St. Louis Car- 
dinals. And when August A, Busch Jr. declared 
he was interested in the Cardinals “from & 
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sports angle and not as a sales weapon for Bud- 
weiser beer,” we noted this made both good 
sense and good public relations. 

Would it not make equally good public rela- 
tions for the firm to support fluoridation, the 
safe, effective and practical program for attack- 
ing dental decay in the city’s children? 

Will Anheuser-Busch make clear that it does 
not intend to stand in the way of the public 
health and that it will put its research depart- 
ment to work on whatever industrial problems 
fluoridation may pose? If it does, Mr. Ziegenbalg 
might be prevailed on to report the bill before 
it dies with the current aldermanic session at 
the end of the month. Time is running out. 
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An Outrageous Attack 

Whatever “explanation” there may be for the 
attack by two Russian-built MIGs on a United 
States Air Force plane over Western Germany, 
this shocking incident warrants a protest so 
strong that an immediate and full accounting will 
be forthcoming from the Czechoslovakian Gov- 
ernment at Prague. 

Only by a miracle was the pilot of the Ameri 
can Thunderjet, Lt. Warren G. Brown, saved. 
The first of the two Czech planes opened fire in 
clear skies at an altitude of 12,000 feet. So 
great was the damage that steering was impos- 
sible and the American airman parachited out. 
His plane crashed, exploded and burned east of 
Regensburg, Bavaria, but well inside the Ameri- 
can occupation boundary. ; 

High Commissioner Conant calls this unpro- 
voked attack an “outrage.” That is just what it 
is. If the Czech pilots thought the American 
plane was inside the Czech frontier, they knew 
that the boundary was at least close at hand. 
As it turned out they were the ones who were 
on the wrong side of the line. 


Admittedly jets move mighty fast and a min- 


ute or two makes a lot of difference in position. 
All the more reason to be careful. This should 
be made so clear that there will be no forgetting 
it in the future. The American people will ex- 
pect, to use Commissioner Conant’s words, that 
our forces in Germany “will know how to deal 
with any iurther incursions of this type.” 

It may be only a coincidence that this vicious 
act occurred just a day after the new succession 
to Stalin took over in Moscow. But, coincidence 
or not, it fits into the pattern of the stooge war 
that the Kremlin has been promoting for so long. 
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Job for the Election Board 


Aside from the conduct of the coming munici- 
pal elections, perhaps the most important test 
of the new St. Louis Election Board's integrity 
will be its expected revision of the gerry- 
mandered state senatorial districts in the city. 

As drawn by the outgoing board, the districts 
are unnatural, unfair and improper. They dilute 
Negro voting strength and thereby deprive the 
Negro community of a spokesman in the State 
Senate. They give one faction of one party cer- 
tain tactical advantages. And they ignore the 
constitutional mandate for “districts of contigu- 


_ous territory as nearly compact and nearly equal 


in population as can be.” 

Redistricting can be an onerous task because 
of the pulling and tugging of those with special 
interests. But a truly bipartisan board, such as 
the new one appears to be, ought to be up to 
the job. And that is simply to equalize the 
populations of the districts se that a vote in 
one is worth neither more nor less than a vote 
in another. 
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Into the Deep Freeze 

On Senator Taft’s suggestion, the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee has solved the great 
entanglement over Secretary Dulles’s anti- 
enslavement resolution by putting the whole 
matter into what the majority leader called 
“refrigeration.” Stalin’s death, Taft said, fur- 
nishes a “perfectly good excuse.” The Senators 
seized the opportunity and stowed the resolu- 
tion away back behind the milk bottles, the ham- 
bone and the miscellaneous scraps of cheese. 

It may be suspected that the incident has con- 
tributed more to the education of the Eisenhower 
Administration than to the education wf the 
satellite peoples against whom it was aimed. 

As Mr. Dulles pointed out in the beginning, 
the resolution had to be passed with substantial 
unanimity or not at all. But he neglected to 
find out in advance what the Senate might 
agree to be unanimous about. When his own 
draft failed to repudiate Yalta and Potsdam, as 
the Republican platform. Wad done, he lost the 
backing of some important Republicans. When 
Senator Taft inserted a clause questioning the 
validity of the wartime pacts, the support of 
the Democrats was lost. 

Quite apart from the politics of the matter, 
we trust that the Administration has also learned 
that repudiation of agreements is bad business 
in any form, This was a lesson which had not 
been learned at the time President Eisenhower 
delivered his State of the Union message, for 
in that message he delighted the repudiationists 
by announcing that Congress would be asked to 
join in “making clear that this Government 
recognizes no kind of commitment centained in 
secret understandings of the past...” 

From repudiation in the platform, to non- 
recognition in the State of the Union message, 
to “perversion” in the resolution, and finally 
into the congressional refrigerator—such has 
been the course of a foreign policy initiative 
that was based on the myths and shibboleths of 
opposition rather than the constructive thinking 
of responsible authority. May the lesson be well 
learned. 
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Good Work! 


There are many times when it is much more 
important to defeat a bill than to pass one. The 
Missouri State Senate’s Criminal Jurisprudence 
Committee, which is headed by Senator William 
M. Quinn of Maywood, recognized this when 
it killed the bill to permit legal tapping of tele- 
phone and telegraph wires in Missouri. 

But to make sure there was no mistaking its 
attitude about legalized eavesdropping, the com- 
mittee voted out a wire-tapping bill of its own— 
a bill expressly to forbid wire-tapping in all 
forms in Missouri and to provide a five-year 
penalty for engaging in it. The bill would also 
forbid the use of. wire-tapped evidence in a trial. 
Heretofore Missouri has had no legislation on 
the subject. 

In a time when official snoopers and harass- 
ers of citizens are having a field day in all 
too many places, it is a distinction for Missouri 
that this state should provide a strong counter 
stand. The people of Missouri ought to applaud 
the blow for privacy and freedom struck by 
the committee that Serator Quinn heads, —

How Sewer Districts Work 


The Mirror 


of 
Public Opinion 


Area-wide sewer districts have become essential in many metro 
politan districts, including St. Louis, report says; notes differ- 
ences in organization and finances in several existing districts, 
but declares these reflect only local needs, laws and traditions. 


By Governmental Research Institute of St. Louis 


Metropolitan sewer districts like that 
proposed for St. Louis-St. Louis county 
have been established in many large urban 
areas in the United States. In each case, 
the area-wide district became necessary 
because the central city and the suburban 
communities found that they could not pro- 
vide an adequate sewer system on a piece- 
meal bacis. 


They found, as St. Louis has found, that 
some aspects of the sewer problem could 
be handled satisfactorily only through an 
integrated system for the entire urban 
area. 


The Chicago Sanitary District was estab- 
lished in 1889. It has an area of 442 square 
miles or 47 per cent of Cook county, which 
includes Chicago. About 97 per cent of 
the population of Cook county resides with- 
in the district, and its taxable value repre- 
sents approximately 95 per cent of the 
county total. 


The primary function of the district is 
to intercept the sewage of its member com- 
munities from the natural flow into the 
Chicago river and thence into Lake Michi- 
gan, in order to preserve the lake for wa- 
ter supply and other purposes and to con- 
vey and discharge the sewage into the 
headwaters of the Illinois river. 


The diversion was accomplished by the 
construction of the Chicago Drainage Ca- 
nal, which was put into operation in 1900 
and extended substantially to its present 
condition in 1922. 


Chicago District in Operation 


The district’s responsibilities include the 
construction, maintenance, and operation 
of interceptors and disposal plants. The 
primary sewer systems within it are a re- 
sponsibility of the municipalities. How- 
ever, they must secure district approval 
before making any sewer extensions con- 
necting with the system. 


Both municipalities and industrial con- 
cerns must secure approval for sewer ex- 
tensions when the outlet is in waters which 
may be used for a water supply or where 
pollution may result. 


A board of trustees of nine members 
elected by the voters governs the district. 
Trustees serve for six-year terms. The dis- 
trict’s main source of income is the prop- 
erty tax. The sale of electricity and ferti- 
lizer provides the only other substantial 
source of revenue. 


Sewer development may be financed 
through the issuance of general obligation 
bonds after authority is secured from the 
Illinois Legislature. The bonding limit is 
5 per cent of the assessed value of the dis- 
trict. The board of trustees also has the 
authority to finance improvements through 
special assessments, in which case assess- 
ment bonds may be issued. 


Louisville’s Setup Since 1946 


The Louisville and Jefferson County 
(Ky.) Metropolitan Sewer District was or- 
ganized in 1046 under a state law which 
became operative in Louisville upon ap- 
proval by the city’s legislative body. It 
immediately assumed complete jurisdiction 
over the entire sewer and drainage system 
of Louisville, and its initial boundaries 
were coterminous with the city’s. 


Affairs of the district are cenducted by 
a board of five members, three being ap- 
pointed. by the Mayor of Louisville and 
two by the county judge of Jefferson coun- 
ty. Not more than three members may be 
affiliated with the same political party. 


District income is from sewer charges, 
which amount to 50 per cent of water 
rates, with a 33 1-3 per cent discount for 
prompt payment. The agency has signed 
a 30-year contract with the Louisville Wa- 
ter Co., a city-owned corporation, providing 
for billing and collection of sewer charges 
and for turning off water service when 
sewer charges are not paid. 


The district is :specifically prohibited 
from levying property taxes. Bonded in- 


debtedness must be in the form of revenue -_ rulers) 


bonds. Approval of the voters for issuance 
of bonds is not required. 


Provision is made for the appointment 
of a trustee and a receiver, who may oper- 
ate the system for the bondholders in event 
of a bond default. No special assessments 
may be levied against benefited properties, 
but the district may contract with private 
subdivisions and industrial plants for pay- 
ment of all or a part of the construction 
cost of sewers which serve them. 


In Boston, two metropolitan sewer dis- 
tricts have been established by state legis- 
lation dating back to 1889. The North 
Metropolitan Sewerage District includes 
part of Boston and 17 other towns, The 
South Metropolitan Sewerage District in- 
cludes part of Boston and 15 other towns. 


These two sewer districts are governed 
by the Metropolitan District Commission. 
The commission also governs a Metropoli- 
tan Water District and a Metropolitan 
Parks District. The water and park dis- 
tricts include most, Dut not all, of the mu- 
nicipalities served by the sewer districts. 


Hartford Organized in 1929 


The Metropolitan District of Hartford, 
Conn., comprises the central city and five 
suburban towns. It was organized in 1929 
under the authority of a state law which 
bétame operative upon approval by the 
voters of Hartford and one other town. 


Except for water facilities, which are 
paid for entirely by consumption charges, 
all operating and maintenance costs of the 
district and all charges for general debt 
service are paid for by an annual levy up- 
on the member towns. For example, if 
Hartford collects 65 per cent of all prop- 
erty taxes in the district, it must pay 65 
per cent of the district levy. 


The Passaic Valley Sewer District, in 
northeastern New Jersey, includes parts of 
the New Jersey counties of Bergen, Essex, 
Hudson and Passaic. The principal city 
within it is Newark. 


Washington Suburban District 


Municipalities whose sewers are connect- 
ed with the district’s trunk lines are billed 
for operation and maintenance costs on 
the basis of the amount of sewage entering 
the system. The district may not incur in- 
debtedness except in anticipation of the an- 
nual payments by the participating mu- 
nicipalities. 


Construction costs of extending facilities 
are apportioned to the municipalities and 
they, in turn, pay such costs through the 
issuance of bonds.

The Washington Suburban Sanitary Dis- 
trict, organized by a 1918 act of the Mary- 
land Legislature, is located partly in Mont- 
gomery county and partly in Prince George 
county. It covers practically all of the 
Maryland suburbs of Washington, D.C. 


Its major sources of revenue for opera- 
tions and debt service are propérty taxes, 
front-foot benefit charges, and service 
charges. The revenue structure for-—sani- 
tary sewers and water is designed to relate 
the amount of charges paid to the benefit 
received.

Between Book Ends 


Roman Grandeur Lingers On 


THE LITTLE EMPERORS, by Alfred Duggan. (Coward- 

McCann, Inc., 255 pgs., $3.) 

Some of the roads built by the Romans 
in England are still in use, se g as a 
convincing testimonial to the efficiency of 
these conquerors and the length of their 
occupation. Eventually the Romans left the 
British Isles, but because of the chaotic 
eondition of the empire at that time, there 
is no record of events that led up to the 
departure of the garrison. 

This novel, set in fifth-century Britain, 
furnishes a very plausible imaginary ac- 
count of what happened. So little authen- 
tic information is 
available that schol- 
ars will not be able 
to question Mr. Dug- 
gan’s historical ac- 
curacy, and in any 
event his own stand- 
ing as a scholar and 
archeologist elevates 
him to an invulner- 
able rostrum (if, in 
the spirit of the oc- 
casion, we may in- 
dulge in Latinisms). 

Beyond that, “Tle 
j we Emperors” is 

absorbing, witty ard 
Altred Duggan. cynical — which per- 
haps, despite our great debt to Rome, 
should be our approach to the Roma”s. 
Using the warp of their constant intriguir< 
and the woof of their frenzied preoccup:- 
tion with money, power and protocol, Mir. 
Duggan weaves one of the most fascinct- 
ing historical novels this reviewer can re- 
call since reading Flaubert’s “Salammbo.” 


Unlike most producers of this genre, he 
works not with trappings from the outside 
in, but with an acute understanding of 
Roman psychology, from the inside out. 
The result is such a remeval from New- 
man’s and Douglas’s sugarcoated apologias 
for the early Christians that one is almost 
tempted to go back and read “Fabiola” 
and “The Robe” just for laughs. 


Our. nation is sometimes invidiously 
compared to the old Empire. A virtue of 
Mr. Duggan’s narrative is that it relives 
the everyday life of Romans in Britain so 
realistically that the reader does seek sim- 
ilarities, and envisions a satirical novel 
about our occupation forces in Berlin or 
Tokyo. ‘In whatever corner of hell they 
now occupy (for those of them who were 
pagans, at least, must be in hell) the Ro- 


‘man bigshots are probably watching us 


with amusement. 

One can see the numerous chins of Vi- 
tellius quivering as he emits a gust of 
laughter and says to scowling Julian, “By 
Jove, this should stimulate your risibili- 
ties! They will arm the legions of Chiang! 
He’s as two-faced as Janus! Even Pyrrhus 
is preferable—even you!” 

The above whimsicalities may seem ex- 
traneous, but our indulgence in them is a 
tribute to Alfred Duggan, for a story that 
delights with entertainment and instructs 
with scholarship also performs a third 
function of stimulating the reader to some 
reflections of his own.

In his position of responsibility, 
and in a measure this is true of 
all who wish to act responsibly, 
the situation is “critical ‘ but 
formative” not merely inside the 
Soviet orbit but everywhere. In 
some important though inealcul- 
able degree, the situation is 
critical but formative in Washing- 
ton and London and Paris and in 
every other center of authority 
and influence. 


Guesses Are Bad Guides. 


We are not the audience watch- 
ing a play to which we are only 
reacting. We are also the actors 
who in this play must be in some 
part the authors as well. 

That does not mean, it must be 
said quickly, that every individual 
is now invited to fling himself 
upon the stage, seize the micro- 
phone and the spotlight and act 
as if he were, if not Caesar him- 
self, at least a Brutus or some fat 
and well fed Cassius of the drama. 
The “we” who have a. part to 
play are the nation, supporting, 
‘helping, advising and encourag- 
ing their Government. 

To say that the period is crit- 
ical but formative is to put aside 
guessing as a means of getting 
guidance. Guessing is as neces- 
sary, of course, as it is interest- 
ing and irresistible. 

But guessing is a bad guide in 
a time like this. And what is 
more, to be guided by guesses is 
a rather sure way to do some 
very bad guessing. 


Sticking to Mistakes. 


There are many men who be- 
come uncontrollable and nervous 
when they are being told. that 
something they would like to hear 
is only a guess—that it may be 
true, but that there is no cer- 
tainty that it is true. They can- 
not resist the idea that it must 
be true. 

But when guessing is taken 
that seriously, like dope by an 
addict, guessing is invaded and 
confused by wishfulness or fear- 
fulness. It grows a kind of hard 
shell of pride, conceit and vest- 
ed interest. What you get then 
is not the hypothesis of disin- 


terested and informed and 
cerning men but a mythology to 
be defended, 
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cantations, charms, snake 

cine, as well as gold bricks, which 
promise to produce victory with- 
out bloodshed, to bring about the 
surrender of our adversaries with- 
out victory, to;create more mili- 
tary power for less money, big- 
ger influence in the world with 
bigger words, and world popu- 
larity by self-adulation. 


Pretended Spokesmen. 


If, for a short interval of repose 
and meditation, the death of Sta- 
lin would mean even a little less 
vehemence by the boys who want 
it tough but cheap, the President 
and his advisers might have a 
chance to ak for themselves 
without be prompted and 
pushed around by those who talk 
as if they were speaking for them. 
One of the great prerogatives 
of the President and his Cabinet 
is the right to speak for them- 
selves. In these critical days it 
is most necessar, that they should 
protect that prerogative—their 
right to say what they have to say, 
to say no more and to say no less 
than they deem it wise to say. 

If anyone wishes to understand 
what are the consequences of this 
impertinent practice of pretend- 
ing to be the spokesman~-of the 
President and his Administration, 
let him study the first portion of 
M. Vishinsky’s speech at the U.N, 


A Posture, Not a Policy. 
He will find that M. Vishinsky 


treated as Eisenhower's policy the 
most extreme remarks of Eisen- 


hower’s self-appointed spokesmen. 


The result was a speech which 
sets forth an effective and damag- 
ing misconception of American 
policy, one however which was 


too subtle to be rebutted success- 
fully by our delegates. 


What is in order then is not 
prophecy, which must be mislead- 
ing. It is not policy, which it 
would be premature to form. It 
is what might be called, for want 
of a more attractive word, a pos- 
ture. 

It is a posture which is, as the 
President said, watchful—that: is 
to say, alert but quiet, uncom- 
mitted, active not in intervention 
of any kind but active in the nec- 
essary busiess of steadying, col- 
lecting, reassuring—active in mak- 
ing our strength, which we must 
go on resolutely increasing in de- 
terrent power, at the same time 
a refuge, a rallying point, a center 
of comfort and confidence among 
all the peoples. 


BURLIN NEW YORK ART 
SHOW CALLED HIS BEST 


Reviewer Says St. Louis 
Artist Is Forceful—Ably 
Handles Profuse Material.’

NEW YORK, March 11—A one- 
man show of paintings and draw- 
ings by Paul Burlin, teacher of 
art at Washington University, St. 
Louis, opened yesterday at the 
Downtown Gallery, 32 East 51 
‘Street. It is his first New York 
appearance in the last three 
years. 

The visitor is struck immedi- 
ately by the forcefulness and 
pounding vigor of these paintings 


and by the fertility of imagina- 
tion which has impelled them. 
Shapes, fragmeats and lines crowd 
each other in an abundant rich- 
ness. There are echoes of ob- 
jects seen—a crouching figure, a 
cat, a mask, flowers—mingling 
with those invented and imagined. 
They pour in upon each other, 
making provocative and evocative 
canvases. 

Burlin once said, “Like a face, 
a painting changes as we get to 
know it better and becomes a mir- 
ror for your thoughts.” Such 
paintings as these set loose a 
rushing flood of thoughts and 
emotion. 

The color helps work this spell. 
It is rich and resonant. Some- 
times it unfolds in warm, close 
harmonies; sometimes it clangs 
out in bold intensities. Magenta, 
ochre, aquamarine, cadmium yel- 
low, orange, rust, red, bold green, 
clear blue meet, clash and resolve. 

They seem to have organic re- 
Jationships, as if one ! ue thrust 
itself upon another and forced a 
transformation or a new creation. 
One thinks sometimes of the pal- 
ette of Chagall, sometimes of the 
magnificence of Byzantine mo- 
saics, sometimes of Arabian 
Nights splendor.

VERSION OF OUR TOWN 


Gene and June Lockhart Star} 


in Performance of Thornton 
Wilder Play.

is such a superb play that: the 
script itself is really the star of 
any occasion when it is produced. 
But the Ansell players, their 
guest luminaries, Gene and June 
Lockhart, and Director Bob Perry 
may well be proud of the version 
they turned out last night to a 
crowded house at the Empress 
Playhouse. It caught and inter- 
preted the spirit of the 1939 
Pulitzer Prize drama accurately 
and sensitively. It breathed and 
lived, moved and was moving. It 
was distinctly the best work of 
the season at the stock theater. 


Wilder’s homely little piece 
was, and is, so successful, where 
many a parallel effort turns out 
to be merely arty avante garde 
trash, because it so surely pene- 
trates under the surface of the 
commonplace to light softly the 
corners of the human spirit, to 
grasp at least a hint of the mean- 
ing of existence. This com- 
pendium of the human cycle of 
life and death in a New Hamp- 
shire small town has a deceptive 
simplicity that masks an essential 
profundity and a poetic outlook 
as mellow as a natural patina. 
Through its Stage Manager, it 
examines its people with the ob-. 
jectivity of countless time, but 
lovingly and compassionately. It 
has the sense of the cosmic cap- 
turned in the artless form, the 
deep insight and guileless grace, 
of a Wordsworth poem, 

I don’t think the stunt of hav- 
ing no scenery, and no props ex- 
cept a few tables and chairs, is 
essential to its success, although 
the lack of clutter does highlight 
the role of the Stage Manager as 
commentator. Echoes of its tech- 
nique, in modified and dressier 
form, can be observed effectively 
used in such later dramas as 
“Death of a Salesman,” and 
“Summer and Smoze.” 
Loaded with scenery, it still 
would have been a great play, al- 
though it might have lost some 
of its air of unpretentiousness 
But, as it is, it stirs the imagina- 
tion under the stimulant of lan- 
guage to paint in the background 
of the sights and sounds of every- 
day life at Grovers Corners. In 
addition, in the fine cemetery 
scene, it has a visual geometric 
form, with the straight rows of 
serried dead contrasted with the 
circles of the. black umbrellas of 
the mourners, and an effective 
psychological lighting with the 
brightness about the dead juxta- 
posed to the somberness of the 
funeral entourage.

His daughter, June, in 
her fourth appearance of the sea- 
son, was a radiant Emily Webb. 
Perhaps the low key of acting 
called efor in most of the other 
roles made it easier for the direc- 
tion to handle the large cast, but 
the general results were quite 
satisfactory. Clyde Waddell par- 
ticularly stood out as Mr. Webb, 
the newspaper editor.

Physician Here for 40 Years 
Had Lived in Atherton, 
Calif., for Last Five. 


Dr. Major G. Seelig, widely 
known former St. Louis physician 
and cancer research expert, who 
practiced here for more than 40 
years, died of cancer today in 


Atherton, Calif., where he has 
lived for the past five years. He 
was 79 years old, 


Dr. Seelig, who retired from ac- 
tive practice about 14 years ago, 
had been professor of clinical 
surgery at the Washington Uni- 
versity School of Medicine and 
surgical pathologist and director 
of pathology at Barnard Free Skin 
and Cancer -Hospital. He con- 
ducted cancer research at the 
hospital for 16 years. 

An annual cancer lecture series 
in honor of Dr. Seelig was .in- 
augurated at Washington Univer- 
sity in 1949. He was one of a 
group of doctors appointed in 
1930 by the American College of 
Surgeons to go to San Francisco 
to observe cancer experiments 
of Doctors Coffey and Humber. 

Lung cancer in animals from 
soot, possibly through abrasive 
particles more than tars, was cited 
by Dr. Seelig in January 1940 in 
relation to the St. Louis smoke 
problem. 

Dr. Seelig was born in Helena, 
Ark., and after attending high 
school in St, Louis, studied at 
Harvard and Columbia universi- 
ties. He also served as professor 
of surgery at St. Louis University 
medical school and surgeon-in- 
chief of Jewish Hospital. 

He is the author of many scien- 
tific papers, and helped develop 
at Barnard an improvement in 
operating room technique where- 
by starch was substituted for tal- 
cum powder in surgeon’s rubber 
gloves as a step toward forestall- 
ing postoperative complications. 

He participated in many civic 
activities, including membership 
on the Public Library Board and 
the Social Planning Council. He 
was one of the founders of the 
Blue Cross hospitalization plan.

‘Smoke Screen,’ Jury Says. 

The report added: “It was crys- 
tal clear that the jury system was 
being used by the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s office as a smoke screen, 

“On the second day of this 
jury's sessions, we discussed at 
length among ourselves the cor- 
respondence setting up these jur- 
ies. We resented keenly that the 
head of the Justice Department 
would use the grand jury system 
as a grandstand play.” 

McGrath, before he lost his job 
in the Justice Department, had 
ordered United States attorneys 
throughout the country to make 
periodic investigations of organ- 
ized crime in their localities. 

The jury here reported that 
one of the immediate results of 
its own investigation was the be-

‘Ridiculous,’ McGrath Retorts. 

McGrath, on vacation at Palm 
Beach, commented that the jury’s 
charges “were, of course ridicu- 
lous.” 

“I never had any knowledge 
that any of these juries were in 
existence,” he said. “The one in 
Miami was completely in charge 
of Mr. Phillips. He, and he alone, 
would know about it.” 

United States Attorney Her- 
bert Phillips of Tampa, Fla., was 
in charge of the jury investiga- 
tion here. 

The jury said “the best method 
of getting at these criminals and 
alleged racketeers is through in- 
come tax returns as was done in 
the case of Al Capone.” 

A special study of income tax 
returns covering six years for 26 
individuals showed, the jury said, 
that “many of the most notorious 
individuals have not been checked 
or audited. Out of four well-known 
local gamblers, three had not been 


audited, and the fourth was au- 

dited for only three years, result- 

ing in a material additional tax.” 
Joe Adonis Case Cited. 

Citing Joe Doto, alias Joe 
Adonis, as a “most outstanding 
example,” the jury .said his tax 
returns “have not been audited 
during the entire six-year period 
1946-51, inclusive.” 

It said Adonis does not file his 
returns in Florida, but the income 
he reported in one year. was in 
six figures and “was substantial 
for each year of the entire pe- 
riod.” 

The jury named as associates 
of Adonis in Flofida gambling ac- 
tivities George Sadle, Meyer and 
Jack Lansky, Bert Briggs, Frank 
Erickson, Vincent Alo, S. L. Bratt 
and a Detroit group composed of 
Danny Sullivan, Lincoln Fitz- 
gerald, Ruben Mathews and Mert 
Wertheimer. 

“It is next to impossible to 
guess anywhere near the taxes 
that are being lost because there 
is not sufficient penalty for fail- 
ure to keep adequate records or 
failure to file a correct net worth 
statement,” said the jury.

11—Walter Lammers, one of the 
best fielding shortstops the Cardi- 
nals have brought up in many 
years, was injured, possibly seri- 
ously, at Bradenton yesterday af- 
ternoon when his head struck the 
knee of Second Baseman John 
Dittmer as the Redbird infielder 
slid into second base. 

On an attempted double steal, 
the Boston Braves catcher made ‘a 


mers, apparently preparing to 
slide head first on the expected 
close play, tried to readjust his 
strategy. It seemed that he was 
trying to slide/so he could 
scramble to his feet more quickly 
to take advantage of the bad 
throw. Dittmer jumped for the 
wild throw and as Lammers slid 
for the bag his head struck Ditt- 
mer’s knee. 

Lammers was carried off the 
field on a stretcher and in the 
clubhouse, while waiting for an 
ambulance, he became violent 
and it took four or five players 
and Dr. Harrison J. Weaver, the 
club trainer, to restrain him. 
Physicians who wert called 
from the stands said it was pos- 
sible that Lammers had suffered 
a hemorrhage of the cerebellum. 
Examination showed a rapid pulse 
and a high blood pressure. X-ray 
examination at the Manatee Hos- 
pital ig Bradenton disclosed no 
fracture, but the physicians 
recommended that Lammers stay 
in the hospital for at least 48 
hours, for observation. Dr. I. C. 
Middleman, Cardinal club  sur- 
geon, who had remained in St. 
Petersburg, made the trip to Bra- 
denton to examine Lammers. - He 
said he didn’t understand what 
had caused Lammers to have 
what was described as convul- 
sions, 

Dr. Weaver, familiar with ath- 
letic injuries after being with the 
Cardinals since 1927, said that 
while the X-rays showed no frac- 
ture, it was possible that Lam- 
mers had suffered a spinal in- 
jury. .Dr. Weaver suggested that 


a jammed vetebra might account 
for the symptoms immediately | 
evident after the atcident. 
It was the second serious in- 
jury suffered by a Cardinal or 
former Cardinal at Bradenton. A 
few years ago, Ray Sanders, first 
reece suffered a wrist frac- 
ure 
with him as he covered first base 
on a close play in which there 
was a wild throw. 
Lammers had played shortstop 
in all the spring exhibitions thus 
far and was highly regarded as a 
future infield replacement for the 
Redbids.

It didn’t 
appear at all impossible to me that on some moon- 
lit night .. . strolling along a narrow waterfront 
street ... I would meet Mark Twain and talk 
with him... and not think it odd at all.

I FELT THE SAME WAY about meeting Father

Dean or even Mr. Anheuser-Busch. Ole Diz was in 
his glory prime then, fogging a fast ball so soon 
to fade. And a tan tiger called Joe Louis made 
himself the nation’s amateur light heavyweight 
champ here, but even he didn’t know how far his 
fists would carry him. 

Oh, it was a fine time and place to be young, 
The only war a fellow had to fight was poverty. 
But beer was a nickel a glass, you could get some 
kind of meat dinner for two bits, and on $100 a 
month I lived in a daze of glamour. The paychecks 
were,passed out on the first and fifteenth of the 
month, and in between paydays you went to the 
money lender. He gave you a ten spot and the next 
week he cashed your check and kept $11. This 
simple, basic idea had made him rich.

I WORKED the night shift, taking news stories 
over the long-distance phone about holdups in the 
Ozarks, criminals being executed in the state 
prison, or somebody in Southern Illinois turning 
his car over on the way home, killing himself and 
somebody else’s wife. I was new at the typewriter, 
and all the tawdry tales of people in trouble wore 
a kind of romance instead of misery. 

The older newspaper men were heroes to me, 
their gossip of old scandals in the news was the 
shop talk of journalistic demigods. Would there 
ever be stories like that again, I wondered, and 
would I get to write them?

TWO OF MY FAVORITE TITANS were an old 
copyreader embittered* by futility and a long duel 
with his ulcer, and a rewrite man named Johnny, 
who had a boy’s face, a death-look in his eyes, and 
an ability to sing “Wabash Moon” in a way you 
could never forget. 

After knocking off work at 2 a.m. we would 
tour the waterfront, trudging over worn cobble- 
stones from one joint to another. But finally we 
always settled down in one called “Little Bohemia,” 
run by a Serbian artist named Savo Radulovich, 
It had sawdust on the floor, red-checkered table- 
cloths, and was lit by candles in bottles. You could 
lean out the back window and spit in the beautiful 
Mississippi. 

The beer flowed like wine, a phonograph played 
“Dark Eyes” over and over and over, and in 
between Johnny warbled “Wabash Moon” and the 
old copyreader talked of the dead days past when 
newspaper men were really newspaper men.

ONE NIGHT I LOOKED across one of the tables 
into the gray eyes of a girl. Later I didn’t come to 
the tavern so much. I walked in Forest Park with 
the girl with the gray eyes, spilling college poetry 
in her ears and listening happily as she told me 
I was sure to write the great American novel one 
of these days. 

All of this happened nearly 20 years ago... 
and it lasted only a few short months. 


NOW WHEN I COME BACK to St. Louis I know 
that the waterfront joints are torn down ... Dizzy 
Dean no longer throws a fast one, and Joe Louis 
has been up the ladder and down ... Johnny died 
long ago, the old copyreader took his ulcer to 
heaven ... there isn’t a nickel beer left in town. 

I walk the streets and hear the lost echoes of 
“Wabash Moon” ... But I know I will never meet 
Mark Twain ... or write the great American 
novel ... and never again see the girl with the 
gray eyes. 

When a man comes back to the town where he 
was young, all he sees is himself as he used to be 
... and that is always rather sad, no matter how 
good life has been to him.

™ VERY wife should learn how to conduct a successful fili-

IF IT’S A MATTER of not having supper ready I'll pass 
on to you a suggestion which other wives tell me is a good 
one, Mrg. S. Set the table first. If he finds the table all 
set he’ll think super is nearly ready, and be less likely to kick. 

But you should learn to meet any criticism he makes 
by sparring for time—filibustering, in a word. Draw him out. 
Ask him for particulars. Like most other persons, you have 
evidently formed the habit of flaring up ‘and fighting back 
the minute he begins to grouch. That's a waste of time 
and always makes matters worse. You must form a new habit 
—the habit of sitting back in your chair, relaxing and begging 
him to tell you some more. 

This may astonish him so much as to leave him speech- 
less.

CHAPTER FOUR. 

OR one reason or another it 

may be impossible for your 

aging parents to maintain full 
independence in their own home. 
Yet this need not mean that it is 
necessary or even desirable to 
pull them into dependence in 
yours. 

Sometimes the happiest ar- 
rangement for an older man or 
woman is to have a room or apart- 
ment in the home of a relative, 
friend or stranger—someone oth- 
er than a son or daughter. 

It’s no wonder if this thought 
strikes you as shocking. For one 
thing, the idea of boarding care 
for old folks who have living, re- 
sponsible children is quite a new 
one. another, a’l our train- 
ing in filial duty, all the influ- 
ence of jhe community, make us 
assume that we will take in our 
own. The very idea that Mother 
or Father could be better off in 
someone else’s home than in ours 
is little short of horrifying. 

Nevertheless, the fact remains 
that some aging people who would 
have great difficulty fitting into 
their children’s homes are having 
a fine time as boarders. It isn’t 
because they don’t love their chil- 
dren or the children don't love 
them. You can love a person 
very much indeed, yet still not 
enjoy living with him for reasons 

“that have nothing to do with sin- 
cerity and depth of affection. 

Mrs. Thayer, for instance, dear- 
ly loved her daughter, an artist 
who lived in a remodeled barn. 
But the two had quite different 
ideas about homemaking. Jean- 
nette Thayer was one of those 
old-fashioned housekeepers who 
feel “crawly” if the bathroom 
floor is not washed every day, the 
mattresses gps each morning, 
and the dust carefully removed 
from the tops of the picture 
frames, while her idea of “decent” 
living incorporated crisp, ruffled 
curtains, elf stripping, and 
trousseau bands. 

The daughter, on the other 
hand, went in for sketchy house- 
keeping. Her furniture was an 
angular hodgepodge painted 
mauve and chartreuse; there were 
cobwebs on the chair legs and 
rings in the bathtub. For all the 
love that existed between mother 
and daughter, Mrs. Thayer simply 
could not live with equanimity in 
such surroundings, 

So after an unsuccessful at- 
tempt on the daughter's part to 
change her ways “to please Moth- 
er,” Mrs. Thayer sensibly took 
herself off to board in the cozy 
home of an immaculate Dutch- 
woman. \ 

Even though their general ways

of life may not be dissimilar, it is 
often harder for aging parents 
and their children to live together 
than it would be for either to 
share a home with someone e!se. 
Little tastes and habits which 
might be tolerable in anyone else 
can loom large and troubling. 

It is one thing, for instance, to 
laugh over the way old Mrs. Ul- 
rich embarrassed that highfalutin 
daughter of hers by cussing out 
the cook before visitors, but quite 
another if Mrs. Ulrich is your 
own mother.

OU may consider the old gen- 

tleman who lives down the 

street a quaint and harmless, 
perhaps even charming character, 
because he dyes his hair and mus- 
tache and: has an eye for the 
ladies. But if he were your fa- 
ther, living in your home, you 
would probably find his appear- 
ance and attentions to women 
guests more a cause for distress 
than amusement. 

The sharing of common memo- 
ries often brings about a situation 
which may in itself seem trivial 
but which, repeated in daily doses, 


can add up to a deal of friction 
and frustration. 

When a star boarder in some- 
one else’s home launches forth 
with “I remember when the chil- 
dren were little ...” nobody 
knows or cares whether the de- 
tails are correct. But few sons or 
daughters can refrain from break- 
ing in on Father when he says 
“So Johnny broke his leg right 
after we moved to the new house” 
with “But, Dad, we were still in 
the old house.” 

Distortions of fact which might 
seem ludicrous if they wére not 
part of your own family history 
can be infuriating if they are. 
Wealthy Mrs. Adams, for exam- 
ple, who never had kept house 
with fewer than two servants in 
her life, maddened her son with 
tales about her heavy labors as a 
young housewife. He would catch 
her up on every misstatement, 
which was a let-down for Mrs. 
Adams; she was only trying to 
set a wifely example to encourage 
her really hard-working, servant- 
less daughter-in-law. 

A stranger will demand less of 
your mother or father than you 
would. Most of us, too, expect 


more gratitude from our parents 
than strangers would, and more 
conformance to our own ideas of 
what constitutes proper manners 
and behavior. It is sometimes 
a downright relief for an aging 
rson to be in a world where 
chil aren't about telling 
him what to do, and as a star 
boarder he may have a fine, free 
sense of independence. 
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ANY sons and daughters ex- 
M rece their parents to be in- 

tensely interested in their af- 
fairs. But an aging person might 
not be nearly so eager to live 
through the lives of his children 
and grandchildren as the younger 
ones think, and left to his own 
devices, he might be much more 
concerned with his personal pur- 
suits and activities than with 
theirs. 

Still another advantage of a 
boarding arrangement is that it 
is terminable. Each party knows 
that neither has to go on with 
it if it isn’t satisfactory, so both 
tend to stay on good behavior. 

For some older people who can 
afford them, or whose children 
can, apartment hotels may pro- 
vide a satisfactory living arrange- 
ment. Someone to give service 
is always within call. In one’s 
own room or apartment one has 
privacy, yet very nearly lives 
among others. The lobby and 
parlors downstairs can be meet- 
ing places with congenial contem- 
poraries, while the clerks, tele- 
phone operators, bellboys and ele- 
vator boys often become friends. 


Of course, if your aging parent 
wants to board, whether it be in 
a home, club or hotel, it must 
not be just anywhere. It is part 
of your job to help him or her 
select the place with care, to be 
sure it is suitable and the people 
in it congenial. 

In any case, when you encour- 
age your parents to carry out a 
plan to live in anything from an 
apartment hotel to a modest 
boarding home, you need not feel 
as if you were treating them cal- 
lously or pushing them out of 
your life. 

Whatever the neftghbors may 
say about your parents’ “loneli- 
ness” or your “selfishness,” ac- 
tually you are helping to main- 
tain, if only for a transitional 
period until they must become 
wholly dependent, the fullest life 
now possible for them. 

You are allowing them to have 
the opportunity to be among new 
people and to have a new audi- 
ence, which is stimulating at any 
age.

The Word “Scour.” 


NE of our readers asked 

whether “scour” has connec- 

tion with “to scrub.” The 
answer is that while both sig- 
nify a hard rubbing, a cleaning 
by means of friction, “scour” is 
not the same as “scrub.” ‘ 


“Scour” goes back to the late 
Latin “escurare,” out of the Latin 
“ex” plus “curare,” which is to 
take care. The prefix, which 
means “out” or “completely,” 
gives this the sense of “to care 
for,” that is, “to take care of.” 
One of the primary duties in 
caring for anything is to keep it 
clean, and with the time-honored 
habit of scrubbing, “scour” more 
or less naturally came by this 
significance. 

If the reader’s mind jumps to 
the thought of “scouring the 
countryside,” he will pose an 
interesting question. In this the 
same word as the “scouring” that 
is scrubbing? Etymologists think 
not. This term is more often 
traced to the Latin “excurrere,” 
to run forth, and accordingly, “to 
pass swiftly over”"—dér to search 
thoroughly, hence to “scour” the 
coast or the countryside!

ORE than one third of all violent deaths have alcohol 
as the cause or as a contributine factor. This ir the 
shocking finding of Dr. William C. Wilentz, medical ex- 


aminer of Middlessex county, N.J., and other medical exam-— 


iners of New York City. Various studies throughout the nation 
reveal a similar startling relationship between drinking and 
‘violent death—preventable death. 

Nor did-the prohibition amendment prove effective in 
lessening this slaughter. For instance, the all-time high in 
arrests for drunken driving in New Jersey was in 1930. During 
that same prohibition year in New Jersey, accidents involving 
drivers under the influence of alcohol was the highest number 
in a decade.

Safety Council claims that one fifth of fatal auto accidents 
involved a drinking driver or pedestrian, murders and suicides 
also are incrzased by liquor. For :nstance, of 250 homicides 
reported by the Metropolitan Life Insurance Co., either the 
killer, the ~ictim, or both had been drinking in 116, or 46 
per cent. Eleven cf these cases showed no apparent motive 
for the killing except that the killer was crazed with liquor, 

The cost to peopl- for crimes committed under the in- 
fluence of alcohol is estimated at upwards of $188,000,000 a 
year. Another $30,000,000 a year is spent for the care wu! alco- 
holics in mental hospitals. An additional $25,000,000 goes to 
United States jails for housing of alcoholic prisoners. 

Dr. Wilentz reports that in his own experience, 31 per 
cent of 136 murders showed an alcoholic factor. Not all of 
these people were intoxicated. Some had been “just drink- 
ing.” Suicides also show alcohol an important factor, rresent 
in about one suicide in every four.

PEOPLE KILLED by falls, drownings, electrocutions and 
other violent accidents had been drinking or were drunk in 
about one third of the cases. 

Dr. Howard Harlan, professor of sociology at Southern 
College; Birmingham, Ala., and also experienced in criminol- 
ogy, claims “it would be no exaggeration to guess that alcohol 
is significantly involved in more than 50 v4 cent of criminal 
cases.” 

Although many more figures could be lads it is clear 
that liquor is bad medicine. It is either causing or contributing 
to a lot of nasty deaths that could be entirely prevented. 
Perhaps the best preventive is letting ae — know 
the dangers from drinking. 

Perhaps unstable people will always be with us, turning 
privileges into damaging vices. But European visitors, not 
prohibitionists themselves, usually are aghast at the abuse of 
liquor by Americans. 

Certainly, as Dr. Wilentz said, “It would be everybody’s 


, business to give this disgraceful performance of instability 


and bad manners very serious consideration.”
